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VII. Old Business
A. Board Appointment Process — Information item

The Idaho Commission for Libraries (ICfL) is accepting applications to fill an upcoming available seat on
its five-member Board of Library Commissioners. The position must be filled by an Idaho resident who
lives within the 1st Congressional District and is at least 18 years of age. It is a five-year term beginning
inJune 2024.

Timeline

e Monday, January 29, 2024: Applications opened. Seat advertised through press release, blog
post, and Board of Commissioners webpage.

e Wednesday, March 20, 2024: Applications close.

e End of March and early April 2024: Subcommittee reviews applications and narrows down the
candidates to interview.

e Wednesday, April 24, 2024: Candidate interviews.

e Thursday, April 25, 2024: Idaho Board of Library Commissioners Regular Meeting. Determine
candidate nominations.

e End of April 2024: Submit candidate nominations to Office of the Governor.

e April-June 2024: Governor selection process.
e June 2024: Commissioner appointed for five-year term. Current Commissioner John Held will
continue to serve until the Governor’s Office officially confirms the appointment.

Next steps / Considerations for Board of Library Commissioners

e The Board of Library Commissioners may form a subcommittee to review applications and select
candidates for interviews.
